Retailers are being con¬ 
tacted this week to partici¬ 
pate. 

Plans are progressing for a 
downtown weekly “Mad 
Money” drawing which will 
be fully organized by cham¬ 
ber principals. The promo¬ 
tion features bogus dollars 
to be presented to shoppers 
by the retailers after store 
sales. Identical numbered 
dollars will be placeo in boxes 
at the location of each par¬ 
ticipating business. 

Once a week at a desig¬ 


nated time, to be determined 
within the next week by the 
chamber, the drawing will be 
held. The winner, is present, 
held. The winner, if present, 
of bogus money that can be 
“spent” in any of the partici¬ 
pating stores. 

Both chamber members and 
non-members will be invited 
to be part of the “Mad 
Money” drawing. 

The chamber projects the 
beginning of June for this 
marketing plan which is sure 
to bring more traffic into 
Sierra Madre, chamber offi¬ 
cials believe. 


The Chamber of Commerce 
has also made contacts with 
marketing people and cham¬ 
ber executives from other 
cities to host a series of sem¬ 
inars for the business people 
of Sierra Madre.

The chamber is in charge of 
activities and because of 
community input against 
holding the parade on a Sun¬ 
day this year, changed their 
plans subject to the coun¬ 
cil’s approval. 

The Chamber has decid¬ 
ed to encourage the same 
typ ;s of booths for post¬ 
parade activities in Memorial 
Park as last year during the 
Centennial Weekend, July 4. 
They are investigating char¬ 


ging $15 per booth to cover 
costs. 

Gertrude Daniels repre¬ 
sented the Woman’s Club 
who had suggested at last 
month’s meeting that the 
chamber spearhead an effort 
to place a replica of the 
PE station in Kersting Court.

We small businesses 
try a little harder 


It’s not surprising that most innovations in 
the three major American indutrles — steel, 
aluminum and petroleum — originated with 
small companies and independent Inventors, 
according to a recent government study. 

And the foothill area which the News 
serves Is also full of small businesses owned 
sometimes by husband and wife both who work 
In the business, or by a family participating 
In the growth of the business, or In some 
cases by an individual who goes Into the busi¬ 
ness by himself or herself and must make a 
go of the business if “the kids are going to 
eat." 

The government study completed by the 
U.S. Small Business Administration (SBA) in¬ 
dicates that the number of small firms In the 
U.S. produce two-and-a-half times as many In¬ 
novations as big businesses. 

Celebrating Small Business Week May 
9-15, the SBA study shows that of 61 Impor¬ 
tant 20th Century inventions and innovations, 
more than half came from Independent inven¬ 
tors or small companies. 

More specifically that study shows: 

— Of 149 inventions in the aluminum Industry, 
major producers accounted for only one in 
seven; the rest came from small firms or Indi¬ 
viduals. 

— Of 11 major innovations in the steel in¬ 
dustry, four came from European companies, 
seven from Independent inyantors and none 
from American steel corporations. 

— Of seven major Inventions In the refining 
and cracking of petroleum, sH vvere made by 
independent inventors. 

Again, this should not be surprising to us 
since we in the foothill area are able to 
take advantage of the many businesses begun 
by enterprising persons, both male and 
female, who have a dream and simply go 
about making that dream com# true. 

Some entrepreneurs are good cooks so 
they simply start a restaurant featuring the 
typo of food they enjoy preparing. Some like 
small gifts and have a fegl for what the 
public wants to buy in that lln«, 

Others take early clothes buying jobs ser¬ 
iously and start clothing shops, usually for a 
specific age level. 

And others pick up a business originally 
started by their families and continue In the 
tradition. Of course there are many more 
such as food stores, liquor stores, those fea¬ 
turing special products relating to specific 
needs such as hardware and office sup¬ 
plies. 

They’re all out there, waiting for the con¬ 
sumer. 

In these difficult times when we all suffer 
recession blues, a definite lag In business, 
we need to remember the small business 
person who gives that extra smile, that extra 
bit of service, the personal touoh only shown 
by someone who desperately wants to please.

When you stop at Happy’s 
Liquor you realize you’re 
dealing with several members 
of a family. They look alike, 
they work alike, and they all 
get along like best of friends. 

Leo Mendel started the 
whole thing, and at the age of 
20 Harvey joined his father. A 
year later the Sierra Madrean, 
working in Monrovia, went 
out on his own in 1936 with 
wine coming to the store 
in barrels before there were 
bottles available. Two years 
later they expanded to Sierra 
Madre. 

The first month’s sale 
was $67 worth of liquor. They 
just sat there and waited, 
Harvey says. The second 
month doubled, and soon they 
were making sales of $2000 
per month. That was the begin 
ning of the successful busi¬ 


ness they have in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre today. 

Total inventory opening 
day in Sierra Madre in 1938 
was $400. Marshall ran the 
store here and kept it going, 
Harvey says. The men rem¬ 
inisced about people bringing 
in their own bottles when 
wine was I5C bottle. They 
weren’t afraid to work 15 - 
18 hours a day then either. 

Harvey’s daughter, Carol, 
joined the business as con¬ 
troller in 1972, and Mar¬ 
shall’s grandson, Tracy mil¬ 
ler, has been with them since 
he was 14 when he was in 
charge of the bottle room.

In 1953 a Flammable ^ 

Fabric Act was passed. It 
was to eliminate brushed 
and high pile fabrics in ViP* 

sweaters, gowns and chil- 
dren’s cowboy chaps which 
erupt into flames by so 

Since 1967 a veritable 

tug of war has gone on to ’ 

prohibit the sale of such highly flammable items as 
rugs, clothes, toys — any fabric that is so highly 
flammable as to be dangerous. In 1972, an estimated 
30,000 people were killed and 20 million injured by 
such items. 

Even though there’s a law, you still have to look 
for the label to be sure the fabric you buy won’t 
flash flame. If the item isn’t so labeled it probably 
isn’t safe! 

We laud President Nixon for signing this much 
needed bill covering carpets and rugs, mattresses 
and pads and children’s clothes.
